It will’ be remembered that in. the pre- 


liminary’ report regarding the researches into 


the prevalence of mosquitogs and malaria 
upon which Dr. J. C, ‘Thomson was engaged 
soon after his return from England in May 
igor, our local expert wrote that the exter: 
mination of malaria in the Western part of 
the city, which has in the past had such ari 
evil reputation as regards this disease, con- 
sisted in’ the levelling or. covering in of all 
the water courses beginning with the one to 
the west: of the Nethersole Hospital, just 
above Ripon ‘Terrace, on Bonham Road, aiid 
dealing with all between that and Kennedy 
‘Town, [f that were done malaria would 
largely, disappear from the district, many sites 
hitherto avoided would probably cre, long 
be made use of for the erection of European 
houses, and the fuller opening of this huge 
area to building operations would be not 
unwelcome in the present congested, state 
of the city. Among the papers laid before 


the members at the meeting of the Sanitary |’ 


Board yesterday was a Hlue, Book on 
Malaria Prevention in Hongkong, covering 
reports and minules by Dr. ‘Thomson on 
this all-important. question for the Colony. 
From the minutes we were able, to- print’ 
in our issue’ last evening, iL will be seen 
to what extent Dr. Thomson’s recommen- 
dations for dealing with this extremely. 
malarious district have. been carried out. 
He reports that the nullahs threughout 
are in a better condition than formeily, 
and are being, kept clear of brushwood ; 

the streams are confined for the most 
part to definite channels; and larvie are 
much fess abundant than: tonneuy, covuge 
they. were present to some extent: The 
matters whicl he had to call i question’ 
were chiefly dependent on the. inadequacy 
of the measures at present-in use, and he 
emphasized the urgency of the necessity for 
the training .of the nullahs*in at least 
the more central district ; and in the 
outlying localities when it’ might 
be practicable. (It is notorious Uhat the 
nullab above Ripon Terrace simply’ swarms 
with larve and the houses in the vicinity 
are more often than not unoccupied. In- 
deed, Ir, Thomson points out in one of his 
minutes that the most westerly house in 
Ripon ‘Terrace stands permanently empty 
on account of its very malarious reputation, 
and he ‘says he has found daopaeles larvee 
not bniy in the oozing water opposite, but 
also in a sort of gutter that runs down to the 
west of it to Hospital Road, Jn his estima- 
tion the training of this’ nullah is the most 
pressing of all. the measures for the diminu- 
tion of malaria in this Colony. It, is almost 
entirely responsible for the prevalence of the 
disease in Ripon ‘Terrace and in the Chinese 
streets below it. It runs close to the Nether- 
sole Hospital, is quite near the Tung Wah 
Hospital, and probably also affects injuriously’ 
the’Government Civil Hospital, which is not 
far off. While the training of the larger 
nullahs with the considerable expenditure 
involyed may reasonably demand much con-. 
sideration, he says that, the total outlay for 
the training of this nullah is. estimated at 
$2,400. Vor, this trifling cost, one of the 
worst nullahs in the City, considered in the 
light of its influence on the public health, 
could be rendered healthy ; and he again 
urged upon the Governor’s. attention that 
measure, which at least is thoroughly practi- 
cable. In so important a matter as public 


-health pecuniary consideratiorr should not 


outweigh; the necessities of any measures 


‘recommended for adoption to secure an 


immunity against attack by diseases . so 
common in ‘the tropics as malaria. The 
finances of.
